Women are not more sus- 
ceptible to injury than males, accord- 
ing to a committee of the American 
Medical Association. And a hard blow 
to the breast does not produce cancer. 
In addition, a woman's athletic per- 
formance has been shown not to be 
hindered during menstruation nor 
diminished after childbirth. In fact, 
some cases have shown that her per- 
formance actually improves after giv- 
ing birth. These myths, and more, 
may be topics for discussion at. this 
year's conference of the National As- 
sociation for Girls and Women in 
Sports that opens Friday, Oct. 22, in 
Muncie, Ind. As far as some women 
are concerned, the fewer barriers to 
competition the better.

.In discussing world economic and 
monetary problems, the delegates 
demonstrated an overwhelming con­ 
census, 
although 
not 
complete 
^ an m iity, in targeting inflation — not 
unemployment — as the number one 
enemy. They did so not unmindful of 
unemployment’s harsh effects, but 
convinced 
that 
improvements 
in 
employment, 
trade 
and 
other 
economic measurements depend upon 
containing inflation. 
That was the message preached by 
U.S. 
Treasury 
Secretary 
William 
Simon and other U.S. officials, but it 


was a message many of the delegates 
appeared receptive to even before the 
conference began. A year or less ago, 
many of these same delegates would 
not have been so easily convinced. 
Britain’s terrible economic plight, 
and to a lesser extent conditions in 
France and Italy, coupled with ad­ 
miration for President Ford’s “ slow 
growth” 
policies 
of 
economic 
recovery, 
convinced 
most 
of 
the 
delegates that inflation was the first 
problem to be solved. 
As the director-general of the Bank 
of Mexico, Ernesto F'ernandez Hur­ 
tado, put it: “The combating of infla­ 
tion does more to raise employment 
levels and correct balance of payments 
deficits than does an expansionist 
policy. The latter is frequently coun­ 
terproductive.” 
Now that the enemy has been iden­ 
tified, the battle can begin in earnest. 


Dispelling Myths 
About Women Athletes 


•Although many barriers have been 
broken by women in the world of 
sports, there still remain many taboos 
yet to be overcome. Most of society, for 
example, still resists the idea of 
female 
participation 
in 
the 
most 
male-oriented sports — like boxing or 
tackle football. A few volleys on the 
clay — in a chic tennis dress and 
matching footwear — is okay, but hard 
contact sports are still very much 
frowned upon. Girls, after all, should 
always be girls. 
In some cases, the resistance to 
female participation in hard-nosed 
workouts 
is coming from 
female 
athletes themselves. Take this year’s 
(£t)e llerolii'IDaUadiutn 
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Olympic women s swim team from the 
United States, for example. In Mon­ 
treal, the American women were ups­ 
taged by the East Ciermans. who went 
home with 11 out of 13 gold medals. 
The secret to their success, according 
to their coach Rudolf Schame. was a 
comprehensive 
weight-lifting 
program. Yet many American women 
consider 
such 
rigorous 
training 
unfeminine. “ We’re put on this earth 
to be w om en....” Wendy Boglioli of 
Xew Jersey said last July. “ Per­ 
sonally, I don’t want to look like a 
man." 
According to several studies, a strict 
weight-lifting 
program 
will 
not 
produce bulging muscles in females. 
This is due primarily to the fact that 
the male hormones responsible for 
bulking 
muscle 
development 
are 
present 
in 
women 
only 
in 
small 
amounts. “ Weight lifting pares away a 
woman’s fat and strengthens and har­ 
dens her m uscles,” wrote Pat Jordan 
in Sports Illustrated (Aug. 2, 1976), 
“ but the result is simply a tighter, 
leaner look.” Female bodybuilders 
have practiced weight lifting for years. 
•And they haven’t come away lotiking 
like Charles .\tlas. 
Other myths are gradually being 
dispelled as more women discover 
athletics. Women are not more sus­ 
ceptible to injury than males, accord­ 
ing to a committee of the American 
Medical Association. .And a hard blow 
to the breast does not produce cancer. 
In addition, a woman's athletic per­ 
formance has been shown not to be 
hindered during menstruation nor 
diminished after childbirth. In fact, 
some cases have shown that her per­ 
formance actually improves after giv­ 
ing birth. These myths, and more, 
may be topics for discussion at this 
year’s conR'rence of the National As­ 
sociation for (iirls and Women in 
Sports that opens Friday, Oct. 22, in 
.Muncie, Ind. As far as .some women 
are concerned, the fewer barriers to 
competition the better.

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Halloween 


Superstitions 


Ghouls, gublins, ghosts and witches cast their spells upon 


ill less frightening spirits every Halloween, as millions of 
people partake in this traditional holiday by carrying four 
leaf clovers, avoiding ladders and preparing for the joyful 
onslaught of the neighbor's small-fry contingent. 


Halloween was originally a Druid festival in honor of 


Samhain. Lord of the Dead. Its pagan origins and rites 
were in direct contradiction to the Christian celebration of 
All Halloivs Eve, which was initiated much later in the 
fourth century-. 


But the church chose to honor ils dead on this particular 


day because it was already associated in the popular mind 
with a thronging of spirits - though, ironically, Halloween 
spirits have always been "at war" with the souls of the 
church. 


Many superstitions, especially those pertaining to 


Halloween, are derived from what seemed more than 
logical to the person of the Middle Ages. Today, supersti- 
tions are more fun than fears, but some have fascinating 
origins that should never be forgotten. 


For instance, the colors of orange and black that have 


come to symbolize Halloween, stand for the harvest season 
and for the celebration of the dead. 


There are many stories as to why the number 13 has 


become so dreaded throughout the world. The two most 
acceptable are that there were 13 persons at the Last 
Supper (Jesus and the 12 Apostles), and that all local 
witches' covens have 13 members (12 witches and the 
Devil). 


Knocking on wood is associated with the cross. Not only 


do many people consider knocking on wood a lucky prac- 
tice, but many churches around the world cherish pieces of 
wood that they believe might have come from the cross of 
Christ or that symbolizes it. 


Another lucky symbol, the four leaf clover, was said to 


have been taken by Eve from the Garden of Eden to always 
remind her of the happiness she found there. 


Horseshoes are said to be lucky because it was believed 


that witches feared horses and a horseshoe at the door of 
the house would scare the witch away. 


Walking under a ladder is bad luck, they say, because the 


ladder leaning against the wall forms a triangle, and to 
walk through it is a defiance of a sacred religious symbol. 


The black cat is a familiar bad luck symbol and if one 


crosses your path on Halloween — watch out! Actually, cats 
were thought to be companions and familiars of witches, 
sometimes even transformed 
witches 
themselves. 


Medieval Europeans burned black cats alive on Halloween 
(after burning humans was outlawed) as a sign of the des- 
truction of evil. 


Lights and torches have always been burned to frighten 


away supernatural beings. The Jack 0' Lantern, carved out 
of a rutabaga in Scotland and Ireland, was set on every 
doorstep on Halloween, its grotesque face lit by a candle, 
for this very reason. 


The legend of Jack, who outwitted the Devil once too often 


and was left to wander eternally between Heaven and Hell 
with only a coal-lit pumpkin to guide him, is a fittingly 
scary story for Halloween. 


In the Highlands, on the last day of October, the children 


go forth to gather dry ferns and branches for fires. The 
gleanings are piled on the highest spot near the house and 
the fire is lit. Whole districts are bathed in the glow, 
various households vying with one another to have the 
biggest blaze — thus keeping the most goblins away. 


Folks have always gathered together for feasting and 


games on Halloween. The adults nibble on nuts and apples, 
traditional Halloween fare and sip Drambuie or any of the 
other romantic liqueurs such as Peter Heering from Den- 
mark, Tia Maria from the island of Jamaica or Napoleon's 
favorite cognac, Courvoisier. They exchange Halloween 
legends and stories hi whispers, while the children spend 
the evening playing games of divination. 


These games, the outcome of which predict the future, 


were supposed to be guided by the fairies that abound on 
this night. 


Scottish and Irish children brought them to America, 


where today they survive most notably in the pastime of 
ducking for apples. In the original game each apple was 
marked with the name of a playmate. The apple that one 
ducked out of the water ioretold future marriage commit- 
ments. 


Other games of divination played by European children 


included putting pairs of nuts named for two "lovers" on 
the hearth. If both burned evenly, then their union would be 
happy. If one or both cracked or jumped into the fire the 
couple would quarrel and separate. If one caught on fire 
and the other didn't, then one person would love madly and 
the other would be rejected. 


A third game, often played quite seriously by girls, was 


to pare an apple into nine pieces while standing in front of 
a mirror. She would see the face of toe man she would 
marry over her shoulder in the mirror, asking for a piece of 
the fruit. 


A typical Halloween divination cake would have a ring, 


key, thimble, penny and button baked into it, foretelling 
marriage, 
a 
journey, 
spinsterhood, 
wealth 
and 


bachelorhood for the children who found them in their 
slices. 


"Trick-or-treat" has its origins back with the Druids, 


who visited farmers to collect money for the gods. If the 
farmer gave he would prosper; if not he would reap ven- 
geance. 


Irish children would collect contributions for Muck OUa, 


a doubtfully existent god. In England, even today, 
"soulers" walk through the streets singing and begging to 
remember the souls in Purgatory. If you contribute, they 
say an extra prayer for your dead relatives.

Superstitions 


Ghouls, goblins, ghosts and uitches cast their spells upon 
all less frighteninK spirits every Hallowe<‘n, as millions of 
people partake in this traditional holiday by carrv’ing four 
leaf clovers, avoiding ladders and preparing for the joyful 
onslaught of the neighbor's small-fry contingent. 
Halloween was originally a Druid festival in honor of 
Samhain, Lord of the Dead. Its pagan origins and rites 
were in direct contradiction to the Christian celebration of 
All Hallows Eve, which was initiated much later in the 
fourth centun,'. 
But the church chose to honor its dead on this particular 
day because it was already associated in the popular mind 
with a thronging of spirits — though, ironically, Halloween 
spirits have always been “at war” with the souls of the 
church. 
Many superstitions, especially those pertaining to 
Halloween, are derived from what seemed more than 
logical to the person of the Middle Ages. Today, supersti­ 
tions are more fun than fears, but some have fascinating 
origins that should never be forgotten. 
For instance, the colors of orange and black that have 
come to symbolize Halloween, stand for the harvest season 
and for the celebration of the dead. 
There are many stories as to why the number 13 has 
become so dreaded throughout the world. The two most 
acceptable are that there were 13 persons at the Last 
Supper (Jesus and the 12 Apostles), and that all local 
witches’ covens have 13 members (12 witches and the 
Devil). 
Knocking on wood is associated with the cross. Not only 
do many people consider knocking on wood a lucky prac­ 
tice, but many churches around the world cherish pieces of 
wood that they believe might have come from the cross of 
Christ or that symbolizes it. 
Another lucky syinbol, the four leaf clover, was said to 
have been taken by Eve from the Garden of Eden to always 
remind her of the happiness she found there. 
Horseshoes are said to be lucky because it was believed 
that witches feared horses and a horseshoe at the door of 
the house would scare the witch away. 
Walking under a ladder is bad luck, they say, because the 
ladder leaning against the wall forms a triangle, and to 
walk through it is a defiance of a sacred religious symbol. 
The black cat is a familiar bad luck symbol and if one 
crosses your path on Halloween — watch out! Actually, cats 
were thought to be companions and familiars of witches, 
sometimes 
even 
transformed 
witches 
themselves. 
Medieval Europeans burned black cats alive on Halloween 
(after burning humans was outlawed) as a sign of the des­ 
truction of evil. 
Lights and torches have always been burniMi to frighten 
away supernatural beings. The Jack 0 ’ Lantern, carved out 
of a rutabaga in Scotland and Ireland, was set on ever\’ 
doorstep on Halloween, its grotesque face lit by a candle, 
for this ver>’ reason. 
The legend of Jack, who outwitted the Devil once too often 
and was left to wander eternally between Heaven and Hell 
with only a coal-lit pumpkin to guide him, is a fittingly 
scary story for Halloween. 
In the Highlands, on the last day of Octol>er, the children 
go forth to gather dry ferns and branches for fires. The 
gleanings are piled on the highest spot near the house and 
the fire is lit. Whole districts are bathed in the glow, 
various households vying with one another to have the 
biggest blaze — thus keeping the most goblins away. 
Folks have always gathered together for feasting and 
games on Halloween. The adults nibble on nuts and apples, 
traditional Halloween fare and sip Drambuie or any of the 
other romantic liqueurs such as Peter Heenng from Den­ 
mark, Tia Maiia from the island of Jamaica or Napoleon’s 
favorite cognac, Courvoisier. They exchange Halloween 
legends and stories in whispers, while the children spend 
the evening playing games of divination. 
These games, the outcome of which predict the future, 
were supposcnl to be guided by the fairies that abound on 
this night. 
Scottish and Irish children brought them to America, 
where today they survive nwst notably in the pastime of 
ducking for apples. In the oiginal game each apple was 
marked with the name of a playmate. The apple that one 
duckiMl out of the water foretold future marriage commit­ 
ments. 
Other games of divination played by European children 
included putting pairs of nuts named for two “lovers” on 
the hearth. If both burned evenly, then their union would be 
happy. If one or both cracked or jumped into the fire the 
couple would quarrel and separate. If one caught on fire 
and the other didn’t, then one person would love madly and 
the other would be rejected. 
third game, often played quite seriously by girls, was 
to pare an apple into nine pieces while standing in front of 
a mirror. She would see the face of the man she would 
marrv over her shoulder in the mirror, asking for a piece of 
the fruit. 
A typical Halloween divination cake would have a ring, 
key, thimble, penny and button baked into it, foretelling 
m arriage, 
a 
journey, 
spinsterhood, 
wealth 
and 
bachelorhood for the children who found them in their 
slices. 
”Trick-or-treat” has its origins back with the Druids, 
who visitiKi farmers to collect money for the gods. If the 
farmer gave he would prosper; if not he would reap ven­ 
geance. 
Irish children would collect contributions for Muck 011a, 
a doubtfully existent god. In England, even today, 
“soulers” walk through the streets singing and begging to 
remember the souls in Purgatory. If you contribute, they 
say an extra prayer for your dead relatives.

She said a quick and limited 
inquiry would suffice to prove 
whether Pord lied when he told 
two congressional committees 
in 1973 that he acted on his own 
and not under orders from 
Richard Nixon when he heli>ed 
block the first congressional 
investigation of Watergate.

He 
said he had no jurisdiction over 
the question of whether Ford 
lied in his confirmation hear­ 
ings and that the full Justice 
Department would handle any 
possible abuses in that area. 
Conyers also has aski>d Lev i 
to either investigate Ford’s 
possible perjury before the 
congressional committees or 
order Ruff to do so.

its black-hatted "enforcers" 
and reports of heavy pressure 
on black shoppers, the latest 
boycott has been imposed with a 
minimum of effort. 


Three or four pickets take 


stations north and south of the 
downtown area. They prop up 
their placards and sit on chairs 
in the shade of pecan trees, 
gossiping, reading newspapers. 
Nothing more is needed. 


"They are killing this town," 


said Waddy Abraham, 65, a 
grocer. "If you don't have good, 
prosperous merchants, you 
don't have no town." 


If the judgment stands, 


Abraham would be due 3142,217 
in damages j — some of it 
presumably 
collected 
from 


former pickets who, though they 
have little to lose, had to be 
included among the defendants 
to make the suit valid. 


"All these'defendants, I don't 


Nknow how they wound up in the 


case," he said. "We were not 
out to harm the local folks, we 
were after the NAACP and the, 
big boys." 


So the merchants face a 


decision whether to pursue a 


judgment they may have trou- 
ble collecting or drop the case 
and write off extensive losses. 


The choice is the latest 


development in a continuing 
civil rights drama here in the 
hill country beside the Missis- 
sipi River, where blacks out- 
number whites 3-1. 


It was here, and in nearby 


N'atchez, that blacks discovered 
their economic muscle during 
the turbulent 1960s. 


They 
mounted 
economic 


boycotts to enforce demands 
that blacks be addressed Mr. or 
Mrs., that they be allowed to 
register to vote, that some of 
them be admitted to white 
collar jobs — cashiers, for ins- 
tance, instead of sweepers. 


Julia Jones, a defendant and 


county circuit clerk for five 
years, said use of the title Mr. 
or Mrs. between white' and 
blacks is still a sometime thing. 
"People can be kind of hateful." 
she said. "But I thought it 
wDuld be worse than it was."

at least cine certified cycle mechanic by Jan. 1. 197S. and evcry 
cycle mechanic would need certification by .Ian. 1. 1981. An 
Inghain County Circuit Court judge upheld the provisions for 
licensing of repair shops and certification of mechanics last week 
when he struck down several oilier sections as unconstitutional. 
The decision is expected to lie appealed. Secretary of State 
Richard Austin said the exam will be given at 24 different luca- 
linns around Michigan.

protect animals with diverting 
nearly $85.000 to the personal 
benefit of its founder. 


In a suit filed Tuesday in 


Ingham County Circuit Court, 
the stale also alleges the Animal 
Kingdom 
Wildlife 
Soc-iety 


founded by James C. U'estra of 
Grand Rapids solicited funds 
without a state license. 


More than 50 per cent of the 


money collected in the past 
three years was used to finance 
Westra's pet simp or his home, 
says the suit. It seeks to channel 
the money back to the or- 
ganization, with interest. 


The state attorney general, 


who filed the suit, says present 
trustees of the organization, 
including well-known television 
critic Cleveland Amory, should 
be replaced by new trustees who 
will use the money for the pur- 
pose it was intended. 


In response to the allegations, 


Westra said the six-year-old 
society solicits only about $200 
to 8300 a year, with 
the 


remainder donated by himself. 


"The bulk of the money that 


goes to the society is contribut- 
ed by one member, and that's 
me," he said. "Any money I 
contribute that the society (iocs 
not use. I declare as income ... 
legitimate income from legi- 
timate businesses."

TEXAS: Bigness Its Biggest Boast

SAX ANTONIO (XEA) - The 


word Tejas (now Texas) is the 
S]janis!i rendition of the Ikisinai 
word for friend, with which the 
first Kuropvan visitors to the 
Indian tribes in Texas were 
greeted. 


The Tejas Indians were a 


gruup of Caddoan tribes who 
li\ed in East Texas in the area 
(if Hie Trinity and Angelina 
riu'rs. They were knuwn to the 
French and Spaniards who 
came to Texas as Hasinai. 


In the 17th Century, the 


Spanish had a preconceived no- 
tion of a "great kingdom nf the 
Tejas." So. when the Europeans 
arrived in Texas, led by Damian 
Massanet and Alonso de Leon, 
they heard the term used by the 
Hasinai (who were identifying 
the names of their tribes), the 
Europeans thought they had 
reached that kingdom. 


Later, while Sam Houston was 


president of the Republic of 
Texas, it is told that some 
foreign nation sent an en\oy to 
convince him to sign a treaty. 


This agent seemed to have the 


notion that because Houston had 
lived with Indians he must have 
been savage himself. 


He expressed this belief to 


some people who carried it to 
Houston. The envoy, it seems, 
expected to see Houston with a 
bunch of feathers in his hair, 
dressed in a breech-clout and 
gnawing raw meat. 


Houston decided to go along 


with the joke. As he prepared to 
meet the foreign visitor, he 
stripped naked and sat dowii on 
a stark, rawhide chair. Thai's 


how the visitor found him. 
naked as a bat and gnawing on 
the end of a stick and grunting. 


When Texas ceased to be a 


republic and became but one 
more unit in the t'nion. it still

L'nited Suites. 


In these cases and others to 


come, government lawyers are 
relying on the memories of Jews

About 20 who escaped the 


persecution and now live in 
Israel will be brought to the 
United Slates to testify in the 
three hearings, said Verne Jer- 
vis. spokesman for the Im- 
migration and Naturalization 
Service (INS).

There was something about 


the Ford-Carter confrontation 
on foreign policy that spooked 
me, and it has taken a week to 
figure it out: Gerald Ford 
simply doesn't listen to what he 
is saying! This is the only pos- 
sible 
explanation 
for 
his 


egregious blunder on Soviet 
domination of Eastern Europe. 
And it is in characterological 
terms very bad news. 


'• When Ford first stated that 
the USSR does not dominate the 
satellites, I almost fell off my 
chair. Because of my deep-root- 
ed opposition to unilateral de- 
tente — we give, they take — I 
had read a speech the President 
gave on-Sept. 24 to the Polish- 
American Alliance. In it he as- 
serted without reservation that 
American agreement to the 
"Final Act" at Helsinki did not 
amount to a legitimation of the 
Soviet sphere of influence in 
Eastern Europe. 


As the question was popped al 


the debate, the President ob- 
viously pushed the button to 
turn on the Polish-American 
Alliance tape, but there was an 
erasure — it jumped the crucial 
passage about American rejec- 
tion of the subordination of the 
\Varsaw: Pact states to Moscow. 


However, I figured, having 


fumbled the ball, he would 
recover it.

Ford kicked 
it — and kept kicking it. dog- 
gedly insisting that, property 
construed, what he said was 
correct.

make it clear that last night I 
got momentarily confused and 
garbled my position," the event 
would probably have been a 
three-day wonder.

Americans of Eastern Ernopean

throwing gasoline on the fire. 
By the lime somebody persuad- 
ed him he had really fallen on 
his face. Carter was off and 
running with a double-barrelled 
shotgun: first, Ford didn't dist- 
inguish freedom from totali- 
tarianism; and, second, the 
i)cmocrats, notably Jimmy 
Carter, did.

Benny Ricardo, the soccer- 


style free agent kicker from San 
Diego'State who was in the 
Lions' final preseason squad 
cut, has been re-signed.

Danielson, a former suburban 


Detroit high school star at 
Dearborn Divine Child and then 
at Purdue University, is now the 
Lions third quarterback behind 
Greg Landry and Joe Reed.

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Abortion Russians' Primary Form Of Birth Control

MOSCOW (A!') — The it>n- 


truversy over abortion now ras;- 
ing in the United Stales finds ;io 
echo i!i the Soviet Union. \\ here 
thousands of women daily un- 
dergo li'Kal hospital abortions. 
their primary form of birth 
control. 


Women here use very leu 


contraceptives, and when they 
have an unwanted pregnancy, 
statistics show, more than half 
of them .so to a hospital or a 
private doctor for an abortion. 


Tile result is what is accepted 


as the highest abortion rate in 
the world. 1(1 times higher iltati 
the United States and five times 
higher than the second leading 
nation. Japan. 


In the Soviet Union, where 


abortion is available on demand 
to any woman over IS, the 
Population Council estimates 
that 1U million abortions are 
performed each year, a rate of 
180 per thousand women aged 15 
to 44. The council is funded by 
the United Nations, and by some 
U.S. government and private 
agencies. 


In 1974, according to official 


statistics, there were 4.5 million 
births in the Soviet Union — or 
less than half the number of 
abortions. 


The Population Council says 


899.850 abortions were per- 
formed in the United States in 


1974, 
for a rate of 19.5 per 


thousand women. 


In Japan, the council says, an 


estimated 2.2 million abortions 
are performed each year. N'o 
other nation for which 
the 


council has slatistics reported 
as many as one million abor- 
tions a year. 


Soviet women apparently ac- 


cept the necessity for abortions, 
despite the harsh, assembly-line 
atomosphere of hospital abor- 
tion wards, and there is vir- 
tually no public debate about 
abortion, although the govern- 
ment often urges women to have 
big families to boost the Soviet 
population, now approximately 
250 million. 


The late dictator Josef Stalin 


outlawed abortion in 1936 but 
the then Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev legalized it in 1955, 
partly because illegal abortions 
were 
thriving. 
When 
the 


government talked about ban- 
ning abortion again in the early 
1970s to raise the birth rate, a 
Moscow 
physician 
argued 


against a ban in terms similar 
to those voiced by pro-abortion 
forces in the United States.

"A woman who does not want 


to have a baby will not have it," 
Prof. Dmitri Velentei of Moscow 
University 
said. 
"Legal 


barriers have practically no ef- 
fect anywhere in the world." 


A woman seeking a legal 


abortion here first, visits her 
local doctor for a checkup, then 
goes to a hospital for laboratory 
tests, then sees her supervisor 
at work for an "abortion leave" 
paper.

receives a three-day unpaid

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Abortion Russians^ Primary Form Of Birth Control

M(1S('0\V ( AP) - The n»n- 
trowrsy over ahiirtioti now rai;- 
in;: in the Uniled States finds no 
who in the Soviet Inion. where 
thousands of wonit'n daily un- 
derj^o le^al hospital abortions, 
their primary form of birth 
control. 


Women here ust* very few 
contraceptives, and when they 
ha\e an unwanted pregnancy, 
statistic's show, more than half 
of them 
to a hospital or a 
private doctor for an abortion. 


The result is what is accepted 
as the hiuhest abortion rate iti 
the world. 1(1 times hi.uher than 
the United States and five times 
higher than the second leading 
nation, Japan. 


In the Soviet Union, whi*re 
abortion is available on demand 
to any woman o\er IH. the 
i^)pulation Council estimates 
that 1(1 million abortions are 
performed each year, a rate of 
IHO per thousand women a^ed M 
to 44. The council is funded by 
the United Nations, and by some 
U.S. uovernment and private 
agencies. 
In 1974, according to official 
statistics, there were 4.5 million 
births in the Soviet Union — or 
U*ss than half the number of 
abortions. 
The Population Council says 
H»9,850 abortions were per­ 
formed in the United States in 
1974. for a rate of 19.5 per 
th<tusand women. 
In Japan, the council says, an 
estimated 2.2 million abortions 
are performed each year. No 
other nation for which the 
council has statistics reported 
as many as one million abor­ 
tions a .vear 
So\iet women apparently ac­ 
cept the necessity for abortions, 
despite the harsh, assembly-line 
atomosphere of hospital abor­ 
tion wards and there is vir­ 
tually no public debate about 
abortion, althoufih the govern­ 
ment often ur«es women to have 
biii families to boost the Soviet 
population, now approximately 
25(1 million. 
The late dictator Josef Stalin 
outlawed abortion m 193fi but 
the then Premier Nikita S. 
Khrushchev lesalized it in 1955,

absolutely couldn't have any 
more popularity. 


"The only place he can go 


afler Ihat is dn\vn, so he ob- 
viously doesn't want to make 
news. And so our strategy is to 
keep the pressure on. confront 
him. It's almost as if I'm the 
challenger." 


Tunney tells voters. "One in- 


cident, five minutes in front of 
television cameras eight years 
ami. does not qualify a man for 
the U.S. Senate." 


He is referring to the morning 


of Dec. 2.1968. when Hayakawa. 
the newest in a series of interim 
presidents of San Francisco 
State, climbed to the roof of a 
sound truck operated illegally 
by leaders of a student :trike. 
He yanked the wires from the 
speakers before a battery of 
television 
and . newspaper . 


cameras. 


Nine out of 10 Hayakawa sup- 


porters memion that incident 
first when asked why they back 
him. And Hayakawa himself 
takes every opportunity to 
remind voters of "the battle of 
San Francisco State." 


When student demonstrators 


interrupted 
his 
campaign 


speech at the college, Hayakawa 
thanked them for reminding 
voters of 1968 and said the 
hecklers would "win hundreds 
of thousands of voles for me." 


The tam-o'-shanter he cam- 


paigns in is similar to the one he 
wore as he pulled the wires 
from the sound truck. He even 
presented one to President 
Ford. 


Tunney, 
meanwhile, 
has 


taken to "debating" a tam-6'- 
shaiiter to dramatize the point 
thai Hayakawa has turned down 
30 of 31 offers of joint ap- 
pearances. 


Hayakawa daily lists 10 issues 


such as national health care and 
offshore oil drilling on which, he 
says, Tunney switched posi- 
tions. He calls Tunney 
"Sen. 


Flip-Flop" and attacks his ab- 
senteeism from the Senate, cit- 
ing in particular two well- 
publicized vacation trips during 
sessions. 


After the attack, Hayakawa 


often turns to subjects such as 
the historic perspectives of the 
two parties, which he says differ 
in psychology more than in ob- 
jectives, or to analysis of the 
American 
"national 


experience.'" 


In Tunney's bruising primary 


campaign, Tom Hayden and his 
wife, actress Jane Fonda, called 
Tunney a "playboy." At one 
point. Miss Fonda said Tunney 
dated teen-age girls, but she did 
not substantiate that allegation. 


In 
the 
fall 
campaign. 


Hayakawa 
and 
other 


Republicans have made no 
mention of those charges, or of 
Tunney's 
widely 
publicized 


divorce two years ago. 


There are few unique issues in 


the 
campaign. 
Hayakawa 


generally 
sticks 
to 
the 


Republican party platform, dif- 
fering only on the question of 
abortion which he says "isn't 
any damn business of govern- 
ment." Like Tunney, he is the 
target of right-lo-life pickets. 


Hayakawa concentrates his 


appearances on GOP groups 
and despite his newness to the 
Republican party, he has won 
general acceptance in all but the 
most conservative GOP circles. 


Tunney hopes that by election 


day, more voters will view 
Hayakawa as a Republican, 
rather than a nonpartisan folk 
hero. 


But California voters, who 


register Democratic 3 to 2, often 
ignore party lines and split 
tickets. 
When Tunney 
was 


elected six years ago, he was 
running counter to a strong

This Thursday, all Michigan 
teachers are supposed to teach 
their students about Will Carle- 
ton. 


Will who? 
Under a 1919 state law, 


teachers throughout the state 
are required to observe the Oct. 
21 birthday of Michigan's obs- 
cure "state poet", Carleton, by 
reading his works in their 
classes or through "other 
proper and fitting observance." 


But, 
says 
state 
school 


superintendent John Porter, 
there are no penalties in the law 
for failure to observe Will 
Carleton Day. 


Though just a name today, at 


the turn of the century Carleton 
was a respected man of letters, 
known particuarly 
for 
his 


homespun poems like "Over the 
Hill to the Poorhouse," con- 
sidered his most famous: "Over 
the hill to the poorhou'se I'm 
trudgin' my weary way — I, a 
woman of seventy, and only a 
trifle gray — I, who am smart 
and chipper, for all the years 
I've told. As many another 
woman that's only half as old." 


An 1869 graduate of Hillsdale 


College, Carleton worked for a 
Chicago newspaper for a while, 
then became editor and part 
owner of the Hillsdale Standard. 
He later edited the Detroit 
Tribune and, in 1894, founded 
the magazine "Every Where" 
which he published until his 
death in 1912. 


Though literary critics have 


not classed him as a literary 
giant, they have been sym- 
pathetic. For example, the 
American Authors Biographical 
Dictionary says: "There is 
nothing in Carleton's works that 
is imaginative, significant or 
sublime. He has, moreover, 
been accused of inconsistency in 
his use of colloquialism. 


"Yet, 
as a 
sentimental 


recorder of domestic farm lite

He also claimed that the 
proposal's restrictions on taxes 
were not too severe, since 
revenues will continue to grow 
as personal income does. 
. "1 agree with limiting the 
budget and cutting the fat out of 
government," said DeCook, a 
Van Buren county commis- 
sioner. "But I'm not quite sure 
it's (Proposal C) the direction 
we should take." 


DeCook said he felt 
the 


proposal was bad for long range 
planning, and said he was 
worried about the consequences 
should the state have another 
period of high unemployment 
coupled with high inflation. 


Responding to a question 


from the audience of about 150, 
both candidates said they were 
against 
the legalization of 


marijuana. 


DeCook said he believed that 


marijuana 
should 
be 


decriminalized for first time of- 
fenders, adding- that he also 
favored raising the state's legal 
drinking age from 18 to 19, 
because of a high incidence of 
alcohol-related problems among 
18-year-olds. 


"1 would not vote to legalize 


marijuana," Kennedy said. "If 
we legalized it, it would only 
proliferate the problem in the 
same way we have with al- 
cohol." 


Both, in response to another 


question, said they saw the need 
for some regionalization of local 
government, if it was limited to 
use for planning purposes. 


Republican Stockman and 


Democrat Daugherty agreed on 
a number of issues, but differed 
several times on the approach 
which should be taken to them. 
Both said they favored balanc- 
ing the federal budget, lowering 
interest rates, stimulating the 
private sector of the economy, 
and were in support of the 
Equal Rights amendment. 


On the Humphrey-Hawkins 


bill, which would use federal 
money 
to 
create 
jobs, 


Daugherty said he thought 
emphasis should first be placed 
on economic recovery through 
the private sector, and that the 
government should only be the 
employer of last resort. 


Stockman chided his stand, 


saying a position op the bill 
"should be like pregnancy, you 
either are or you aren't." 


He called the bill a "boon- 


doggle", saying instead govern- 
ment "should be taken off the 
private sector's back.' 
stockman and Daugherly also 
disagreed over the issue of na- 
tional 
health 
insurance. 


Daugherty said he supported 
the concept, although he was not 
sure if the current bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Edward Kennedy • 
was the right approach. 


Stockman claimed the Ken- 


nedy bill would put health care 
under "one giant bureaucracy", 
costing J128 to $130 billion a 
year. 


"We can't even run the postal 


system now, and that only costs 
$15 billion," Stockman said. 


Daugherty replied that health 


care costs were now running 
about JI19 billion annually, so if 
it cost-only a little more to add

Court Reverses 
Conviction By 
Van Buren Jury

PAW PAW — The state Court 


of Appeals has reversed the 1975 
Van Buren circuit court jury 
conviction of a Paw Paw man 
charged with holding the hands 
of a four-year-old boy under hot 
water as a punishment. 


Billy Hugh Harris, 25. had 


been convicted Feb. 5,1975, on a 
charge of child abuse in con- 
nection with a Dec. 11, 1974, in- 
cident in which the son of a 
female acquaintance of Harris 
received second degree burns to 
his hands. The prosecution 
alleged Harris held the boy's 
hands under hot water because 
the child had vomited a hoi 
sauce. 
. The appeals court said in its 
ruling that Harris had been 
denied a fair trial on the child 
abuse 
charge because the 


prosecution had made reference 
to an earlier alleged assault by 


Harris on the boy's two-year-old 
sister without any substantive 
evidence. 


The court also said that trial 


Judge David Anderson Jr. also 
mentioned it in his instructions 
to the jury. 


Although not mentioned in the 


court's opinion, police records 
show that Harris was arrested 
in March, 1974 on a charge of 
child abuse against the girl. 
Harris later pleaded guilty to a 
reduced charge of simple as- 
sault and was sentenced to 60 
days in jail. 


In a trial related to the over- 


turned conviction, Harris was 
convicted of being a two-time 
felony offender, which had the 
effect of increasing the sentence 
he could receive on the child 
abuse conviction from a 4 to; a 
6-year maximum.
